OWNERSHIP  AND   DEBT  IN   CONNECTICUT.

Sik: 

The  leading  results  of  the  investigation  of  farm  and  home  proprietorship  in  Connecticut  are  contained  in 
this  bulletin.  In  regard  to  farms,  the  conclusion  is  that  17.68  per  cent  of  the  farm  families  hire  and  82.32  per  cent 
own  the  farms  cultivated  by  them;  that  31.10  per  cent  of  the  farm  owning  families  own  subject  to  incumbrance  and 
68.90  per  cent  own  free  of  incumbrance.  Among  100  farm  families,  18  hire  their  farms,  25  own  with  incumbrance, 
and  .57  without  incumbrance.  On  the  owned  farms  of  this  state  there  are  liens  amounting  to  $8,567,786,  which 
is  40.6-1:  per  cent  of  their  value,  and  this  debt  bears  interest  at  the  average  rate  of  6.57  per  cent,  making  the 
average  annual  interest  charge  $70  to  each  family.  Each  owned  and  incumbered  farm,  on  the  average,  is  worth 
$3,115,  and  is  subject  to  a  debt  of  $1,266. 

The  cori-esponding  facts  for  homes  are  that  66.15  per  cent  of  the  home  families  hire  and  33.85  per  cent  own 
their  homes ;  that  of  the  home  owning  families  53.93  per  cent  own  free  of  incumbrance  and  46.07  per  cent  with 
incumbrance.  In  100  home  families,  on  the  average,  66  hire  their  homes,  16  own  with  incumbrance,  and  18 
without  incumbrance.  The  debt  on  owned  homes  aggregates  $36,835,059,  or  43.14  per  cent  of  their  value,  and  bears 
interest  at  the  average  rate  of  5.45  per  cent,  so  that  the  annual  amount  of  interest  to  each  home  averages  $92.  An 
average  debt  of  $1,694  incumbers  each  home,  which  has  the  average  value  of  $3,926. 

There  are  17  cities  and  towns  in  the  state  in  the  class  of  those  having  a  population  of  8,000  to  100,000,  and  in 
these  cities  71.30  per  cent  of  the  home  families  hire  and  28.70  per  cent  own  their  homes,  and  of  the  home  owning 
families  51.41  per  cent  own  with  incumbrance  and  48.59  per  cent  own  free  of  incumbrance.  In  100  home  families, 
on  the  average,  are  found  71  that  hire  their  homes,  15  that  own  with  incumbrance,  and  14  that  own  without 
incumbrance.  The  liens  on  the  owned  homes  are  43.58  per  cent  of  the  value  of  those  subject  to  lien.  Several 
averages  show  that  the  rate  of  interest  is  5.38  per  cent ;  value  of  each  owned  and  incumbered  home,  $4,903  ;  lien 
on  the  same,  $2,137,  and  yearly  interest  charge  on  each  home,  $115. 

Real  estate  purchase  and  improvements,  when  not  associated  with  other  objects,  caused  80.02  per  cent  of  the 
farm  families  to  incur  80.00  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt  and  83.55  per  cent  of  the  home  families  to  incur  81.96  per 

cent  of  the  home  debt.

Selections  from  the  results  of  the  investigation  of  farm  and  home  proprietorship  and  indebtedness  in  Connecticut 
are  presented  in  this  bulletin.  Every  family  in  the  state  is  regarded  as  occupying  a  farm  or  a  home  not  a  fai-m, 
and  as  hiring  such  farm  or  home,  or  owning  it  free  of  incumbrance,  or  owning  it  subject  to  incumbrance.  In  the 
class  last  named  account  has  been  taken  of  the  incumbrance,  its  rate  of  interest  and  object,  and  the  value  of  the 
farm  or  home. 

Habitation  pkoprietoeship. — Among  the  165,890  families  of  the  state  there  are  96,915,  or  58.42  per  cent  of 
the  total,  which  hire  their  farms  or  homes  and  68,975,  or  41.58  per  cent,  which  own  them.  Of  the  families 
which  own,  28,518,  or  41. -35  per  cent,  have  farm  or  home  incumbrance  and  40,457,  or  58.65  per  cent,  are  free  of 
incumbrance.  In  100  families,  on  the  average,  58.42  hire  their  farms  or  homes,  17.19  own  with  incumbrance,  and 
24.39  own  without  incumbrance. 

Farm  peoprietoeship — There  are  26,439  farm  families  in  Connecticut,  which  are  15.94  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  families.  Of  these  21,765,  or  82.32  per  cent,  own  and  4,674,  or  17.68  per  cent,  hire  the  farms  cultivated 
by  them,  while  of  the  owning  families  6,769,  or  31.10  per  cent,  have  incumbrance  on  their  farms,  and  14,996,  or 
68.90  per  cent,  have  no  incumbrance.  The  average  100  farm  I'amilies  are  composed  of  17.68  that  hire,  25.60  that 
own  with  incumbrance,  and  56.72  that  own  without  incumbrance. 

In  1880  10.22  per  cent  of  the  farms  were  hired,  so  that  there  is  an  apparent  relative  increase  of  farm  tenancy 
during  the  decade ;  but  the  sources  of  the  statistics  for  1880  and  1890  are  not  the  same,  since  the  figures  for  1880 
represent  farms  and  those  fen"  1890  farm  families,  and  this  maj^  somewhat  affect  the  comparison. 

Home  peoprietoeship. — The  139,451  home  families  are  84.06  per  cent  of  the  families  of  the  state,  and  are 
divided  into  the  several  classes  as  follows :  hiring  families,  92,241,  or  66.15  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  home 
families ;  owning  families,  47,210,  or  33.85  per  cent;  families  owning  free  of  incumbrance,  25,461,  or  53.93  per  cent 
of  the  total  number  owning;  families  owning  subject  to  incumbrance,  21,749,  or  46.07  per  cent  of  the  owning 
families.  Of  100  home  families,  on  the  average,  66.15  hire  their  homes,  15.69  own  with  incumbrance,  and  18.26  own 
without  incumbrance. 

City  homes  are  hired  in  a  greater  degree  than  is  found  outside  of  cities.  In  the  17  cities  and  towns  of  the  state 
having  a  population  of  8,000  to  100,000  there  are  81,253  home  families,  of  which  57,932,  or  71.30  per  cent,  hire  and 
23,321,  or  28.70  per  cent,  own  their  homes.  Homes  subject  to  incumbrance  are  occupied  by  11,990  owning  families, 
or  51.41  per  cent  of  the  total  owning  families,  and  11,331  families,  or  48.59  per  cent  of  the  owning  families,  have 
no  home  incumbrance.  In  100  of  these  city  home  families,  on  the  average,  71.30  hire  their  homes,  14.76  own  with 
incumbrance,  and  13.94  own  without  incumbrance. 

In  Hartford  80.06  per  cent  of  the  home  families  hire  their  homes,  and  this  is  the  largest  percentage  found 
among  the  17  cities  and  towns.  Bridgeport  comes  next,  with  75.52  per  cent.  The  smallest  percentage  is  53.01  for 
Greenwich,  and  next  to  this  is  59.77  for  Norwalk. 

In  the  state  outside  of  the  17  cities  and  towns  referred  to  58.95  per  cent  of  the  home  families  hire  and  41.05 
per  cent  own  their  homes,  40.85  per  cent  of  the  home  owning  families  own  with  incumbrance  and  59.15  per  cent 
without  incumbrance,  while  among  100  home  families,  on  the  average,  58.95  hire  their  homes,  16.77  own  subject  to 
incumbrance,  and  24.28  own  free  of  incumbrance. 

Value  and  incumbeance. — Liens  amounting  to  145,402,845  incumber  the  28,518  owned  farms  and  homes  of  the 
state  tliat  are  subject  to  incumbrance,  $8,567,786  of  which  is  on  6,769  farms  and  $36,835,059  on  21,749  homes.  The 
value  of  the  incumbered  farms  and  homes  is  $106,474,796  :■  farms,  $21,084,5.59  ;  homes,  $85,390,237.  Ratios  of  debt 
to  value:  farms  and  homes,  42.64  per  cent;  farms,  40.64  per  cent;  homes,  43.14  per  cent. 

A  debt  of  $25,621,524  incumbers  11,990  owned  homes  of  the  17  cities  and  towns  containing  a  population  of 
8,000  to  100,000,  and  these  incumbered  homes  are  worth  $58,787,706,  so  that  the  debt  is  43.58  per  cent  of  the  value. 
The  debt  incumbering  the  owned  homes  in  the  state  outside  of  the  17  cities  and  towns  is  42.15  per  cent  of  the  value 
of  the  homes  subject  to  the  incumbrance. 
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Average  values  and  incumbeances. — The  average  owned  and  incumbered  farm  of  the  state  is  worth  $3,115; 
home,  §3,926;  of  each  home  in  the  17  cities  and  towns,  $4,903. 

The  average  farm  incumbrance  for  tlie  state  is  $1,266  ;  home,  $1,691 ;  liome  incumbrance  in  the  17  cities  and 
towns,  $2,137.  Hartford  county  has  homes  of  the  highest  average  value,  namely,  $1,401,  and  the  least  average 
value,  $2,429,  is  in  Middlesex  count}'.  In  the  state  outside  of  the  17  cities  and  towns  the  average  home  value  is 
$2,726;  incumbrance,  $1,149.  As  before  stated,  all  values  are  confined  to  incumbered  farms  and  homes  occupied  by 
ownei's. 

Interest  rates. — The  chief  rate  of  interest  in  this  state,  in  regard  to  number  of  mortgages,  is  6  per  cent. 
This  rate  is  paid  on  54.89  per  cent  of  the  farm  incumbrance  by  63.70  per  cent  of  the  farm  debtor  families;  on 41.90 
per  cent  of  the  home  incumbrance  by  55.03  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families,  and  in  the  17  cities  and  towns  on 
34.55  per  cent  of  the  home  incumbi-ance  by  45.70  per  cent  of  the  families  occupying  owned  and  incumbered  homes. 
These  percentages  are  contained  in  the  following  table,  and  the  facts  from  which  they  were  computed  are  exhibited 
in  Table  3:

Rates  that  are  less  than  the  principal  state  rate  of  6  per  cent  are  paid  by  35.2  L  per  cent  of  the  farm  debtor 
families  on  43.73  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt;  by  44.09  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  on  57.31  per  cent  of  the 
home  debt;  in  the  17  cities  and  towns  by  53.52  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  on  64.73  per  cent  of  the  home 
debt. 

In  the  state,  rates  higher  than  6  per  cent  are  paid  by  1.09  per  cent  of  the  farm  debtor  families  on  1.38  per  cent 
of  the  farm  debt;  by  0.88  of  1  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  on  0.79  of  1  per  cent  of  the  home  debt;  in  the 
17  cities  and  towns  by  0.78  of  1  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  on  0.72  of  1  per  cent  of  the  home  debt. 

The  highest  rate  reported  is  20  per  cent,  which  is  paid  by  one  home  family  on  a  debt  of  $1,453. 

The  legislature  of  Connecticut  has  limited  the  rate  of  interest  as  follows  in  the  years  named:  1702,  6  per  cent; 
1872,  no  limit;  1873,  7  per  cent;  1877,  no  limit. 

Interest  charge  and  average  rates  of  interest. — The  total  interest  charge  for  1  year  on  the  debt 
incumbering  the  owned  farms  of  the  state  is  $477,009;  on  the  liomes,  $2,008,090;  total,  $2,485,099. 

The  average  interest  charge  for  1  year  on  each  farm  is  $70;  home,  $92;  on  each  home  in  the  17  cities  and 
towns,  $115. 

On  farm  loans  the  average  rate  of  interest  is  5.57  per  cent;  on  home  loans,  5.45  per  cent ;  on  home  loans  in  the 
17  cities  and  towns,  5.38  per  cent.  Hence  the  average  annual  interest  value  of  each  owned  and  incumbered  farm 
in  this  state  is  $174;  of  each  home,  $214;  of  each  home  in  the  17  cities  and  towns,  $264.  Outside  of  the  17  cities 
and  towns  the  average  annual  interest  charge  on  each  home  is  $65;  average  rate,  5.62  jjer  cent;  average  annual 
interest  value,  $153. 

Objects  op  indebtedness. — Investigation  of  the  reasons  why  farm  and  home  indebtedness  was  incurred 
discloses  the  fact  that  80.02  per  cent  of  the  farm  debtor  families  of  the  state  incurred  80.00  per  cent  of  the  farm 
debt  for  the  purpose  of  buying  real  estate  and  making  real  estate  improvements,  when  these  objects  were  not 
associated  with  other  objects,  and  that  for  the  same  objects,  in  the  case  of  homes,  83.55  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor 
families  incurred  81.96  per  cent  of  the  home  debt;  in  the  17  cities  and  towns  tliat  84.22  per  cent  of  the  liome  debtor 
families  incurred  82.56  per  cent  of  the  home  debt. 
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The  objects  of  real  estate  purcluise  and  improvements,  business,  and  the  purchase  of  personal  property,  when 
not  complicated  with  other  objects,  led  86.82  per  cent  of  the  farm  debtor  families  of  the  state  to  incur  88.32  per 
cent  of  the  farm  debt;  91.42  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  to  incur  93.87  per  cent  of  the  home  debt;  92.28 
per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  in  the  17  cities  and  towns  to  incur  94.52  per  cent  of  the  home  debt. 

Farm  and  family  expenses,  standing  alone,  are  represented  by  5.07  per  cent  of  the  farm  debtor  families  of  the 
state  and  2.73  per  cent  of  the  farm  debt;  family  expenses  by  4.25  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  and  2.09  per 
cent  of  the  home  debt ;  family  expenses  in  the  17  cities  and  towns  by  3.79  per  cent  of  the  home  debtor  families  and 
1.79  per  cent  of  the  home  debt.
